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Important Changes Being Made In 
Chicago Dental Society Hospital Plan 
Premium Change Justified—Broader Protection—Two Family Groups 


Ts Michigan Life Insurance Company through the office of Huntington & 
Homer, Inc., notified the Society that a premium change was to be made 
on February 1, 1956 for the Hospital, Surgical and Medical coverages af- 
forded to the members insured under the All Star Hospital policy. 

The Insurance Committee of the Society met with Mr. Huntington and formu- 
lated changes which since have been approved by the Company and which should 
prove satisfactory to the members. 

The changes in premium will result in an increase t6 all for the hospital coverage 
which is being broadened and a reduction in the cost for the surgical and medical 
coverages to the individual and family of only two. 

It is only natural that we do not like to see an increase in the cost for hospital 
protection, but we must realize that the costs for many things including hospital care 
have increased greatly since the premium was last adjusted six years ago. Since 
then the Company has sustained heavy losses under the hospital coverage and has 
profited slightly under the surgical and medical coverages. The over-all incurred 
loss for the last three years and nine months was approximately $67,000.00. 

Most of you are also aware of the fact that other insurance companies and non- 
profit plans have recently reduced benefits or increased premiums or both. They 
have placed a deductible amount on each claim, limited maternity to a specified 
amount, cut out X-rays and even eliminated diagnostic cases that were bed patients. 
We are happy to say that our coverages instead of being so limited are being 
broadened to make our plan better than ever. We are indeed fortunate in having 
the best hospital insurance program obtainable. 

As you know, our plan covers diagnostic services when you are a bed patient in 
the hospital. It also covers the full charge for X-rays and laboratory services and 
pays for the services of a private anesthetist. It also covers the care of a newborn 
child during the hospital stay of the mother when she is eligible for maternity bene- 
fits. The costs to the Company for the diagnostic services, care of babies and use of 
outside anesthetists has had a tendency to greatly increase the losses, not to mention 
the present day high cost for antibiotics. 

Beginning on February 1, 1956 the ambulance allowance is being increased to 
$15.00. The 24 hour for accident first aid treatment is being extended to 48 hours. 
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Recovery Room charge following an operation will now be paid up to $5.00 per 
day. ACTH and Cortisone will also be covered up to the policy limit. 

In accepting the amended program consideration has been given to the member 
whose family consists of only two including himself. In the new rate set-up there 
is the rate for the individual, a higher rate for the family of two and a third rate 
for the family which totals three or more. 

All premiums will be payable on a semi-annual basis commencing February 1, 
1956. Below are the new semi-annual rates 


Hospital Surgical Medical Total 
Individual $20.00 $ 6.40 $1.60 $28.00 
Family of two 42.50 14.00 3.50 60.00 
Three or more family 52.50 18.00 4-50 75.00 


The Individual semi-annual hospital premium is up $5.00. Surgical and Medical 
is down $1.00. The hospital rate for the family of two is up $5.00 and the Surgical 
and Medical is down $5.00. The hospital rate for the family of three or more is up 
$15.00 and the Surgical and Medical premiums remain unchanged. 

The greatest change is in the cost for the policy which covers three or more. 
Actually, the Company assumes more liability on such families and it is only proper 
that a higher premium be assigned to the class that receives the greatest benefits. 
The cost is still low when the premium is pro-rated to the number of people covered 
in the family. 

Many members also carry the Catastrophe Hospital and Private Nurse coverage. 
This is payable on the semi-annual basis and also renews on February 1, 1956. These 
members will receive a premium due notice for the combined premiums in the 
future. 

While on the subject of Catastrophe insurance we will take this opportunity to 
tell you that the Company has informed us that the experience to date is excep- 
tionally good and that if it continues we can look forward to a probable reduction in 
the Catastrophe premium on February 1, 1957. 

Each member who is eligible for the Catastrophe coverage should avail himself 
of the opportunity to purchase it while he is well. After you or a family member 
have had a serious ailment will be too late. 

You will receive further details regarding these changes from Huntington & 
Homer, Inc. Then, if you have questions to ask please contact them direct. 

The Hospital and Catastrophe program is available to the active members of the 
Society who are under Age 50. If you qualify but are not enrolled in the plan, we 
suggest that you make application prior to February 1, 1956.
